THE KANSAS SENATOR CREATES 
A SENSATION. 


S ca th in g D enunciation o f C levelan d 
and D em ocratic Opponents 
o f Pension B ills.

W a s h in g t o n , March 6 th —In t h e Senate 
the joint resolution was passed directing 
the Secretary of the Interior to investigate 
the practibility of constructing reservoirs 
for the storage of water in the arid regions 
of the United States. 
The rule as to executive sessions was 
modified so as to read: “ W hen a treaty 
shall be laid before the Senate for ratifica­ 
tion it shall be read the first time, and no 
motion shall be in order except to refer it 
to a committee, to print in confidence for 
the use of the Senate, (o remove the in­ 
junction of secrecy, or to consider it in 
open executive session.” 
The Senate then resumed consideration 
of the pension bill, the question being on 
W ilson’s amendment. 
After a brief debate, Sherman, referring 
to Beck’s speech of last week, had read a 
paragraph in which he (Sherman) had been 
severely criticised for his connection with 
demonitization. 
H e would 
have 
re­ 
garded it as unworthy of notice, as the 
Senator from Kentucky had been under 
some excitement, but that he had used the 
word “ secrecy 
that it was done under 
cover, and that he (Sherman) was respon­ 
sible. 
H e proceeded to show how the 
principle of law had been reported in the 
bill three years before it went into effect, 
and how it has been discussed, etc. He 
wanted to know why such a matter had 
been lugged into a debate with which it 
had nothing to do. 
Beck asserted that he would to-morrow 
prove all his statements. 


INGALLS TAKES THE FLOOR. 
Ingalls, having called Platt to the chair, 
proceeded to address the Senate, the galle­ 
ries being crowded to their full capacity. 
He had been surprised one day last week 
on returning to the chamber, after a long 
absence, to learn that the Senator from 
Missouri (Vest) had referred to him in 
terms not complimentary, aud h a! coupled 
with personal remarks an intimation that 
the people of the District of Columbia were 
incapable ol disinterested patriotism, and 
that the veterans of the Republic were a 
mob of sordid plunderers. As to himself, 
he would say that the nomination ami 
election of Grover Cleveland had made the 
pretensions of any American citizen to the 
Presidency respectable. There was no man 
in this country whose ignorance was so 
profound, 
whose 
obscurity 
was 
so 
impenetrable, whose antecedents so de­ 
graded 
that 
he had not a right to 
aspire 
to the Presidential nomination 
by the Democratic party. H e regretted 
that the Senator from Missouri was not in 
his seat to-day. H e should im itate that 
Senator’s bad example, and would confine 
himself, so lar as he was concerned, to 
that Senator’s autobiograhy. That Senator 
was born in a State that had not seceded 
(Kentucky), and had represented in the 
Confederate Congress a State which had 
not seceded (Missouri). The Senator from 
Kentucky (Blackburn) had also referred 
sneeringly to the super-loyalty of the sol­ 
diers of the Union. It was curious that Con­ 
federates from Union States were a little 
more pronounced, a little more aggressive, 
and a little more violent in their denuncia­ 
tion of the North than Confederates lrom 
States that had seceded. 
He did not know 
where the Senator from Missouri got the 
figures from when he stated that but 8,000 
of Lee's army had surrender»! at Appo­ 
mattox. But one parallel was to be found 
in the extraordinary inaccuracy of that 
statement, and that was the 3ame Senator’s 
assertion that of the 2,300,000 soldiers of 
the 
Union 
army, 
more 
than 
half 
had 
applied 
for 
pensions. 
Such 
speeches as those of the Senators from 
Missouri and Kentucky were intended to 
catch the Confederate vote, and they would 
catch it. He wanted the Senators of the 
Democratic side to understand that the dis­ 
guise for opposing the pension bills was ex­ 
ceedingly thin, and that nobody was de­ 
ceived by it. The South did not love the 
Union army, neither did the Democratic 
party. 
Morgan reminded Ingalls that the Dem­ 
ocratic party had nominated and sustained 
a Federal ofiicer (General Hancock) for the 
Presidency. 
“ Yes,” said Ingalls, “ it did support 
Hancock, and it also supported Horace 
Greeley in attempting to fool the North. 
It 
also nominated and supported that other 
ally of the Confederacy, George B. McClel­ 
lan. Such pretensions are altogether too 
diaphanous. W hy was it that, when an 
Associate Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the United Mates, who by one of those 
strange caprices of history, now sat in 
judgm ent upon those great constitutional 
amendments adopted against his protest 
and efforts—why was it, when he arose 
in 
the 
Senate 
and 
said 
he would 
resent as a personal affront any imputation 
upon the honor, integrity or patriotism of 
Jefferson Davis, when he said he had no 
doubt Jefferson Davis would occupy a niche 
in history by the side of George Washing­ 
ton—why was it that no Senator on the 
Democratic side, from the North or South, 
arose to repudiate and disavow it? And 
yet, the moment any Senator on the Repub­ 
lican side, or any editor of any Northern 
paper talked about the Union arm y they 
were taunted with waving ensanguined 
undergarments, raking up the ashes of sec­ 
tional strife, and appealing to partisan 
hatred and malice. It was time the twenty- 
four Confederates on the other side of the 
Chamber were informed that the Northern 
people were not ill-advised about this m at­ 
ter.” 
Ingalls referred to the unveiling of H ili’s 
statue, in Georgia, in 1886, and thespeeehes 
of Grady and Jefferson Davis thereat. 
He 
spoke of the same orator having gone to 
New York ami New England soon after, 
m aking speeches there “ pouring out his 
cold cream and honev and maple sugar all 
over the North.” 
"W h en ,” 
he asked, 
was that orator sincere ?” 
Coming back to the opposition of the 
Southern Senators to the pension bills, he 
said he did not blame them for it. 
If the 
Federal Government had been oveithrown 
he did not believe he would have felt com 
forted in voting pensions to Confederate 
soldiers. 
But he would rc-gard it as the 
climax of effrontery if, after he had ac­ 
cepted its pardon and had had his dis­ 
abilities removed, and had taken the oath 
of allegiance to the successful Southern 
Confederacy, he had denounced, day after 
day, the efforts which those Confederates 
had made to reward their own soldiers, and 
if he haggled about the price which the 
conquering country should have seen fit to 
bestow on the men whose arm s it had con­ 
quered. He did not think the North at all 
aeltided by the pretensions of the Senators 
on the other side. It was a little singular 
that in all the years which had elapsed since 
the war. there had never come from any of 
the States that had been in rebellion, so far , 
as he knew, a Union soldier as Represent- ! 
ative in either branch of Congress, elected j 
by Democratic votes. W hen he looked 
over the rolls of the Senate and reflected j 
how few who had served in the Union ' 
army were found in the councils of the ' 
nation, he was not surprised at witnessing 
such demonstrations as were witnessed • 
when the pension bills were up for action ' 
The South should be thankful it did not ! 
have to foot the entire pension bill, as 
France did after the Franco-l’russian war. . 
“ And yet,” said he, ‘‘we have the jailers j 
and murderers of Andersonville. Belle Isle 
and Libby prison sitting under the flag ! 
which they attempted to pull down, legis- ' 
lating for the country they endeavored to 
destroy, and trying to pinch, and belittle, . 
and minimize the amounts to be paid the i 
mutilated and disabled survivors of the 
army of the Union. 
The Senator from i 
Missouri had asked, in a bnrst of indigna- 1 
tion, where all this was going to end. I 
will tell him ,” said Ingalls. “ and every • 
Senator on ^ that side of the chamber, 
w hether he ¡Ikes it or not, what we intend 
to do. It is going to stop when the arrears 
of pensions are paid, when the limitation 
is removed, and when every soldier on the 
rolls, or 
who 
gets 
on ' rolls, is paid 
from the day of his disability; or, in the 


case ot a non-survivor, from the date of 
that soldier’s death, and when every sur­ 
viving soldier of the army is put on the 
rolls for service only. That’ is when it is ' 
going to stop, and if you don’t like it make 
the most of it!” 
After eulogizing the Grand Army, In­ 
galls said, in conclusion : “W e propose to 
pass this bill (imitating the language used ! 
on the other side of the Chamber). 
I hope 
it will pass the other House of Congress, 
and, if it does, let the President veto it at 
his peril! 
[Very general applause on the ! 
floor and in the galleries.] 


BLACKBURN REPLIES. 
Blackburn replied at length, first defend­ 
ing Cleveland, Hancock aud McClellan 
against Ingalls’ attacks. He then devoted 
some time to running down, in a bantering 
manner, Ingall’s military record. 
“ H e 
was," he said, “ Judge-Advocate of Kansas 
Volunteers. 
W hile General Black was 
bleeding on the Kansas frontier; while 
McClellan was commanding the a rm y ; 
while Hancock was weltering in his blood 
on Cemetery Hights at Gettysburg, the 
Senator from Kansas, always at the rear of 
the army, was prosecuting the Kansas jav- 
hawkers for rifling hen roosts. 
Now, what 
do you think of the argum ent of a Senator 
who will leave his seat as presiding officer 
and come to the floor in an illustration of 
partisan 
zeal 
that 
has 
never 
been 
equalled, attacking 
all 
neoule, 
from 
the 
President 
of 
the 
United States 
down—civilians 
as 
well 
as 
military* 
men—and letting no object escape the 
venom of his tongue? 
1 have never op­ 
posed pensioning disabled Union soldiers, 
and I do not know the Confederate who 
has done 30.” 
Blackburn then proceeded to refute the 
assertion that the Southern States had 
never sent Union soldiers to Congress. He 
concluded : “ Party man as I am —partisan 
as I confess myself to be—I sincerely trust 
I may never find my term of public serv­ 
ing prolonged to the day when, without 
warrant, I will turn deliberately to traduce 
and abuse the dead, who, while living, 
were honored by all honorable m en.” 
[Loud applause.] 
The Senate then adjourned.

W a s h in g t o n , March 6th.—Al half-past 2 
o'clock this afternoon the Senate was 
thronged with people who liad come to the 
Capitol to hear a speech that it has been 
understood for m onths Senator Ingalls 
would at the proper time deliver in criti­ 
cism 
of 
the 
Administration. 
The 
galleries were packed with people until the 
entrances thereto were closed and people 
stood out in the corridors, waiting an 
opportunity 
to 
enter. 
The 
only 
vacant 
space in the chamber was a 
single 
front 
bench 
in 
the reserved 
gallery set apart for the use of the Presi­ 
dent and his family. It was well that no 
member of the Executive household was 
present to listen to the speech, for in the 
first minutes after Ingalls took the floor he 
made an allusion to Cleveland as sarcastic 
as the tongue of a master of the English 
language could employ. On the floor of 
the chamber every available inch ol room 
was occupied. Every Senator occupied his 
seat, and not less than one hundred m em ­ 
bers of the House come over to listen to 
the Kansas Senator. 
No other man could have delivered such 
a speech, because there is no man in public 
life to-day having such a mastery as he of 
the sarcastic vocabulary* of the English 
language, combined with a most forcible 
and courageous expression. Frequent ap­ 
plause greeted the telling points in his 
speech, until the presiding officer of the 
Senate threatened to clear the gallery. The 
Kansas Senator paced back and forth in the 
narrow space behind his desk, uttering in 
loud tones his angry philippic against the 
Southern 
Democracy. 
The Democratic 
Senators 
listened 
attentively to 
every 
word he said, and there were very* few in ­ 
terruptions. 
John Sherman 
watched 
the Kansas 
Senator as though he saw in him a possi­ 
ble rival for the Republican nomination for 
President. Blackburn and Beck of Ken­ 
tucky, ihffing under the assaults of the 
Kansas man, made copious notes of his 
statement, with an evident purpose to reply 
thereto. 
Morgan of Alabama, who undertook at 
the outset of the speech to contradict some 
of Ingalls' assertions, finally settled back 
in his chair, folded his hands across his 
stomach and closed his eyes, as though ob­ 
livious and indifferent to'anything that the 
Republican orator might say*. 
Brown of Georgia smoothed his grey 
beard from time to time, and glanced to­ 
ward the speaker with an air of resignation 
that greatly belied the feeling that he evi­ 
dently entertained. 
It is the general opinion that Ingalls did 
not do himself justice, and that the tone 
and temper of his speech is not calculated 
to do him self or his party any* special 
service.

This excuse satistbd them forborne 
time, hut only transferred their anger from 
their immediate superiors, with whom they 
were friendly, to the unknown moneved 
men. 
A CAPITALIST STRUNG UP. 
On Wednesday, AfcKee, a member of the 
firm of AlcTich & Co., arrived at Ven Buren, 
Ark., having come to see how the work was 
progressing. 
The men, hearing he was 
coming to look at the work, stopped to re­ 
ceive him, and when he drove up the men, 
in excited, threatening tones, demanded 
the money due them.

the ground. The men allowed him to hang 
until he became insensible, when they low­ 
ered him, and, throwing some water in his 
lace to resuscitate him, allowed hiiu to go. 
AfcKee, thoroughly frightened, drove to 
Van Buren, and boarding the train was 
leaving the country. 
In ’the ctr in which 
he was seated he ntet George Aladden, who 
demanded $1,500 with which to pay his 
men. 
McKee refused to give him 
the 
money. Aladden at once drew a revolver 
and fired at AlcXee. The latter started to 
draw his pistol, but John Rucker, a con­ 
stable. who had seen the trouble, interfered 
and tried to arrest Aladden. 
A rough-and- 
tum ble fight followed, which ended in 
Rucker being put off the train. 


SHOOTING AND LYNCHING. 
Hurrying to a house near by. he secured 
a W inchester rifle and waited’for Aladden 
at W inona as he left the train, and he had 
no sooner stepped on the platform than 
Rucker opened fire, sending nine bullets 
into the contractor's head and hody. Alad- 
den's friends saw him fall, and. hastening 
to him , found him dead. 
Thev then 
turned their attention to Rucker, who was 
endeavoring to make his escape. 
The 
angry mob of laborers, with whom Afad- 
den was a favorite, was soon following 
Rucker, with the avowed 
intention of 
lynching him . He struck out for the hills, 
turning every moment and firing at his 
pursuers, several of whom he killed. 
A large portion of the mob kept up the 
chase alter Rucker, while some returned to 
Winona, and colieciing still more men, 
started out to revenge themselves upon the 
constable’s friends. 
Two of them were 
caught and lynched by the infuriated rail­ 
roaders, while another, who had barri­ 
caded him self in his house was shot. 
Ad­ 
ditional forces moving for the hills to assist 
in the searcli for Rucker say they will not 
return until they have caught and lynched 
him . 
News of the terrible affair was sent 
to the nearest telegraph station by a special 
messenger.

CAN TEE PARTY AFFORD XT?” 


< >ne of the speakers in the Kepublican 
City Convention warned that body that 
the party could not afford to countenance 
fraud and corruption. Another declared 
in an eloquent peroration that the Repub­ 
lican party is not strong enough to stand 
up under tiie outrages perpetrated at thu 
primary of Saturday last, and 'still a third 
announced that he was opposed to the 
venality and corruption disclosed to the 
Convention as having been perjietrated in 
the name of the organization, because lie 
r anted to see the party triumphant in its 
battles. 
Each of these citizens was right in his 
declaration; each was moved to it by 
clean impulses and for honest purposes; 
each thought it necessary to address the 
grosser, or politic, sense of the men of the 
Convention. Rut it was in fact the argu­ 
ment that clothes the misleading proverb 
that “ honesty is the best policy.” The 
speakers were, in truth, battling against 
the outrage l>eing perpetrated in the name 
of the Republican party, liecause it was an 
outrage upon humanity, a crime against 
civil lilierty, a blow to the system of free 
government, and a moral and political 
crime. Yet they each realized that the 
most forceful argument they could advance 
to reach the ¡tolitieal conscience was that 
addressed to the fears of the party men 
present. 
It is humiliating that this should he 
true, and probably no one more keenly felt 
it than these courageous, protesting men. 
But we have an abiding faith that away 
down below and underlying the plea of 
ex]>edieney, the heart of the people is 
stirred against the infamies of Saturday at 
the primary—no matter by whom com­ 
mitted or in what interest—and their con­ 
donation and indorsement on Monday in the 
Convention, because the wrong done was 
wrong, and not merely because it endangers 
party success. 
Rut passing by this v iew of the ques­ 
tion, let us see where the infamy of Satur­ 
day and Monday will lead us. The nom­ 
inations for offices under modern cor­ 
rupt boss rule are peddled out; sold for 
coin and promise; traded for spoils and 
advantage, and parceled out for a consider­ 
ation. J ust as long as this is done, the 
sellers of the goods must have a market. 
The evil will therefore continue until the 
people break the backbone of that market 
by putting it out of the power of the 
bosses and their lieutenants to deliver the 
goods. To do this they must repudiate 
the means employed hv these vicious in­ 
fluences—condonation of them is equiv­ 
alent to participation. 
It mortgages 
the party to the schemes cf the venal; it 
fetters party principle with the bonds of 
the spoils system, and the result is as in­ 
evitable as the rising and setting of the 
sun. In local application it will amount 
to the running of the Republican party 
out of the city of Sacramento, unless a 
drastic remedy is applied. 
So then after all, when the speakers 
declared that the party cannot ‘‘afford” 
to become particeps criminis to the 
infamous outrage upon it by those 
of its own household, they uttered a 
truth in jiolitical economics. For the 
heart of the people being right; the 
moral sense of thecommunity being sound; 
the men of the city who believe in fair 
play, cleanliness, decency and order, will 
disembark from a ship that is being piloted 
by such influences straight upon the rocks 
of disaster, or they will themselves take 
the helm and save the ship. 
The fundamental principle of this Gov­ 
ernment is that the jteople shall rule 
themselves. Let no man make any mis­ 
take alrout it, they will so rule. For it is 
not given that free government shall he 
handed over, bound foot and arm to a one 
man power. Until the destiny of the Re­ 
public is fulfilled free government will not 
lay down its scepter. The only way known 
to our system of defeating this funda­ 
mental principle of the rule of the people 
by the people, .is by the wrong use of the 
ballot. When that wrong use succeeds, 
self-government becomes a counterfeit and 
a sham. It is not true, and never was true, 
and never will be that everything in party 
must be yielded for the sake of victory. 
"Whoever preaches that doctrine to Re­ 
publicans is a political heretic and false 
prophet. 
Principle cannot lie safely 
yielded for temporary triumph, certainly 
never when that victory can be attained 
only bv the indorsement of the identical 
infamous scheme against which protest is 
entered. 
The truth is, as Simeon Stetson has well 
put it, we are but one party in this Gov­ 
ernment—a party of two parts. There is 
no partisanship in economically adminis­ 
tering municipal affairs, in protecting life 
and property, in providing for the common 
comfort and common safety. Americans 
govern themselves as free men, having 
mutual obligations, and receiving mutual 
benefits from ¡their discharge. These are 
not conserved by vieicus boss rule, and 
submission to it uuder the party lash is 
confession of basest slavery. The abuses 
of our political system never stand still; 
they are either reformed or increase until, 
by their own momentum, they plunge into 
and are lost in revolution. A man can 
onlv lie free in a free countrv. for liliertv 
• 
• 
- t 
so far from being a sentiment, is a prac­ 
tical fact, evidenced by the preservation 
and purity of the machinery through 
which the popular will ¿is made manifest. 
Neither is liberty a giant standing in its 
own strength; it is the product of eternal 
vigilance [and never-ceasing effort; it fol 
lows that if we are not a free and self- 
governing community, it is our own 
fault. So, too, if the local Republican 
party is not rescued from the control of 
the vicious elements that now dominate in 
its councils, and misuse its machinery, 
Republicans will have no one to blame but 
themselves. The party has ample reform­ 
atory strength, is capable of purging its 
own system, aud it will do so, as certainly 
as that its destiny is unfulfilled, and that 
the reasons for its continued existence lie 
close to the best interests of the nation, 
and are essential to the preservation of the 
chief and most precious heritage of the 


American people—the right to a free j 
ballot and a fair count. 
IMPROVEMENT ASSOCIATION. 


A STRIKING CONTRAST. 
The San Francisco Chronicle, which has 
recently been engaged in the removal of 
the railroad shops of Sacramento to the 
city of Los Angeles for the purjrose of 
bolstering the declining real estate market 
in that city, will do well to note the evi­ 
dences of prosjierity in its own neighbor­ 
hood. The entire tax levy for the county 
of Napa for State and county purposes, 
aggregate $186,000. When the delinquent 
roll was made up it was found to aggregate 
the pitiful sum of but $->5. No letter evi­ 
dence of the faith which men have in their 
own property can be adduced than the 
readiness with which they pay their taxes; 
and here, out of an entire assessment roll, 
aggregating nearly $200,000, there is shown 
a delinquency of only $55. On the other 
hand, the delinquent tax list for the 
county of Los Angeles is presented to the 
public on twenty-five full pages of the Los 
Angeles Herald. An examination of this 
list shows it to embrace about 30,000 
pieces of property, a large jiercentage of 
which is country real estate. Wc select at 
random two of these pieces which ;tre 
fairly representative of the whole : 
J. K. Penn, 21.7a acres in Rancho Santiago tie 
Santa Ana, bounded etc., subject to mortgage of 
$;;,000, valued at 82,750, improvements 86Uu, per­ 
sonal property. $195; valuation by the State 
State Board of Equalization, 8191; State aud 
county tax, 82 86; special EChool tax, 25 cents ; 
total, 81 26. 
Here is a tract of twenty-two acres of 
land in the Rancho Santiago de Santa Ana, 
one of the best ranches in the county, 
valued at $191 by the State Board, and 
upon which a delinquency of $4 26 stands, 
anti yet the owner tloes not see fit to pay 
the taxes. Notwithstanding the low valua­ 
tion by the State Board of Equalization, 
the property is encumbered by a mortgage 
of $3,000. 
Take a second and more striking in­ 
stance : 
John W. Ellis, 10 acres in Colina Park Tract, 
block I), the above 10 acres subject to mortgage 
of 830,000 ; tax, $289 89. 
In this instance a ten-aere tract of land 
is taken for security for $30,000. It will 
be observed that this is not town property. 
It is ten acres of land, just as in the former 
instance it was twenty-two acres of land. 
But we recur to the general proposition. 
Napa county shows a delinquent list of 
$55; Los Angeles county publishes in the 
I ais Angeles Herald a delinquent list 
covering twenty-five pages of agate type, 
showing the taxes to be unpaid and delin­ 
quent on fully thirty thousand pieces of 
real estate. 
\\ hen next our esteemed contemporary 
proposes to move the railroad shops from 
the city of Sacramento, we hope it will be 
more fortunate in the selection of a county 
upon which to bestow that great boon. 


“ More New Citizens." 
Eds. Record-Union : In the local col­ 
umns of last Wednesday’s Fee there ap­ 
peared an item headed as above, and con­ 
tinued along with a disgusting description 
of the illiteracy of a few hard-working, 
honest men. It may seem strange at this 
late date for me to answer this sickening 
and uncalled for article, but to let an insult 
ot this kind pass by unnoticed would be a 
shame. I have always considered the press

The Board of Supervisors Indorse the 
Anti-Debris Association Petition. 
The Board of Supervisors of Sacramento 
county, while in session yesterday, received 
a communication from George Ohleyer, 
Manager of the Anti-Debris Association, 
inclosing copies ol a petition formulated by 
that association, and approved by the 
Boards of Supervisors of the counties of 
Yuba and Sutter. Mr. Ohleyer stated in 
his letter that it was desired that the Board 
of Supervisors of this county should ap­ 
prove the petitioa officially and notify him 
of their action, so that the petition could 
he forwarded at once to Washington. The 
Board unanimously approved of the peti­ 
tion, and instructed the clerk to notify Mr. 
Ohleyer of its action. The petition is as 
follows: 
To the Honorable, the Senate and House of Rep­ 
resentativesoj the t'niled States, Washington, I). V.: 
On Januaty 4, ls*S, a MU, No. 1216, was intro­ 
duced in ihe House of Representatives by Hon. 
Murion Biggs, of California, entitled "A bill for 
the investigation of the mining debris question 
in tlie State of California.” The undersigned 
believing that such an investigation is uncalled 
for. tieg leave to submit a few reasons why this 
bill should not become a law: 
First—The question has already been investi­ 
gated by United Stales and State autnority, re­ 
ports of which are on lile in the appropriate de­ 
partments at Washington and Sacramento, and 
in all its bearings has been passed upon by the 
United States Circuit Court of California (Ninth 
District) in the celebrated Sawyer decision, in 
the case of Edwards Woodruff vs. The North 
Bloomfield Gravel Mining Company et al. Said 
deeLsion having been appealed front, to the 
L'uited Stales Supreme Court, mid by thu appel­ 
lant withdrawn previous to adjudication by that 
Court, the decision of the lower Couit hasbeeu 
accepted as the final settlement of the issue. 
Second—A re-examination can add nothing 
to the information now on tile, but may renew 
and prolong an agitation that will injure both 
sections, and that can only end in the complete 
affirmation of the adjudication as made by both 
Federal aud State Courts. Also, the re-opening 
ol this question, as proposed, creates a feeling 
of uurest to the people ot the great Sacramento 
Valley, who have spent hundreds of thousands 
of dollars to preserve their homes, the valley’s 
navigable river channels, aud incidental}' the 
Bay and harbors of Sun Francisco. 
Third—Hydraulic mining being a private in­ 
dustry. prosecuted for private gain in which the 
Government has no interest whatever, the ap­ 
propriation of funds for the purpose proposed in 
the bill is inconsistent with governmental 
policy. 
Fourth—For the truth of all these assertions 
we most respectiully refer youjto documents on 
file at Washington, relating to the debris con­ 
troversy, and also to the uniform decisions iu 
the numerous cases tried by all the Courts, both 
Federal and State, against the use of river chan­ 
nels as places of deposit for mining tailings, 
aud w e also beg to refer you to the last River and 
Harbor Act, relating to this question and to the 
harbor of New York (approved August 5, l$80i, 
uud found on pages 19 and 22 respectively.

A Cigarette Ordinance. 
The Town Trustees of Woodland passed 
an ordinance Monday evening prohibiting 
the sale of cigarettes to boys under sixteen 
years of age, also prohibiting the smoking 
of cigarettes by boys of that age. The law 
will go into effect to-day, with the first pub­ 
lication of the ordinance. The boy that 
smokes, as well as the person who supplies 
him the cigarette, is liable to imprisonment 
from five to twenty days, or a fine of from 
$5 to $20, or to both such fine and impris­ 
onment for each offense. It is a good law 
—let the officers enforce it vigorously. A 
similar law in Santa Rosa has proved satis­ 
factory and beneficial. The cigarette evil, 
with its vulgar-picture accompaniment, 
has become an outrage against society. We 
can hardly hope to have such wholesome 
laws passed in this city. Onr Trustees are 
not built that way, and the officers don’t 
find time to enforce the laws now in exist­ 
ence. 
Superior Court Caites. 
The case of Helena Meir (by her guar­ 
dian) vs. Hugh Casey came up before Judge 
Van Fleet in Department Two of the Supe­ 
rior Court yesterday, and was continued for 
the term—Beatty, Denson <fc Ball appearing 
for the plaintiff and Grove L. Johnson and 
A. L. Hart for the defendent. 
In the same Court the case of James Ma­ 
guire vs. N. L. Drew, Thomas J. Clunieand 
Charlotte A. Drew was taken up, and, on 
motion of Robert Devlin, plaintiff’s attor­ 
ney, fifteen daj’s’ time was allowed to 
amend the complaint. The complaint in 
the case was filed on the 9th of June, 1887, 
the action being to recover $734 30 and in­ 
terest, claimed to be due piaintifi on ac­ 
count of labor done and materials fur­ 
nished. The demurrur in the case filed by 
defendants’ attorneys—Beatty, Denson A 
Oatman—was sustained on the 24th of 
Ferbruary.

M anuel Stranss an d K ate Cooper 
H ave 
Been 
A rrested 
on Suspicion. 


About half-past 8 o'clock last night the 
attention of J. T. Barron was called to a 
man lying in the alley between Land M, 
Second and Third streets, in a dying condi­ 
tion. Officers Franks and Ash were sum­ 
moned, and the man was conveyed imme­ 
diately to the station-house, where every 
effort was made by Jailer Leavy to revive 
him. Dr. Baldwin was called, and at once 
announced that the man had taken opium 
or morphine. Emetics were administered, 
but the unfortunate stranger died at 9:30 
without having shown any signs of life, 
except occasional deep ’•espirations, accom­ 
panied by a gargling sound in the throat. 
The man was about five feet eight or nine 
inches in bight, of a sandy complexion, 
reddish hair, chin whiskers and mustache, 
thickly mixed with gray, and apparently 
over 60 years of age. He was dressed in a 
decent suit of clothes, wore a nickle watch 
and gold or plated chain, with a compass 
for e. charm, and had in his pocke. a small 
purse, $2 in money, and a baggage chece— 
“ So. Pac. Co., 37,116”—and a leaf torn 
from a small memorandum book, on which 
was written, “ R. L. Foster, Oro City, Dak. 
Co , Col.” 
Neither Captain Karcher, who was at the 
station-house when the man was brought 
in, nor any of the officers could identify the 
man, and the case seemed shrouded in 
mystery. The man had been found only a 
short distance from the notorious house 
kDown as the “ Mobile," on the corner of 
Second street and the aliey, between L 
and M streets, which was kept until lately 
by Mollie Jones, who is serving a term of 
six months in the County Jail for larceny. 
The house and its inmates have had a bad 
reputation for many years, and Captain 
Karcher at once dispatched officers Franks 
and Ash to the house with orders to see 
who was there and what, if anything, was 
known oí the man. They soon returned 
with Mrs. Kate Cooper, arriving a few 
moments after the victim breathed his last. 
Mrs. Cooper said that she knew the man 
well and that his name was Damon. 
She could not tell what his first 
name 
was. 
She 
said 
that 
she 
had known him for a long time at Clipper 
Gap and that he had been with her at the 
Mobile in the evening, but left about 6 
o’clock, saying that he was going out to 
have a run with the boys. He had been 
with her about an hour and a half. He 
was intoxicated when he came there and 
went out and bought a bottle of whisky 
and drank several times while at the house. 
Whem he went out he had a $20 piece and 
when he returned he had $16 in gold and 
silver, which she asked him to give her to 
put in her purse, for luck. He gave it to 
her, but before he went away he asked her 
to return it to him as he might want to use 
it, and she gave it back to him. When 
asked why she asked him to give her the 
money to put in her purse for luck, she re­ 
plied : “ Because we are old friends and 
we are always cutting up that way to­ 
gether.” She said she did not know where 
he was stopping in the city, but he said he 
had just arrived and she supposed he came 
from Clipper (tap. 
Mrs. Cooper further stated that she was 
stopping at the house to take care of Mollie 
Jones’ three children while she was serving 
her term in the County Jail. The only 
other inmate of the house beside herself 
and the children was a young man by the 
name of Manuel—she could not tell what 
his full name was. He was in the house 
when Damon was there, for she saw him 
looking through the door into the parlor 
where they were. Manuel was at the 
house when she left with the officers. 
She said she was 23 years of age, and mar­ 
ried, but did not live with her husband. 
She thought Damon was about 50 years of 
age. A short time before the man was 
picked up she heard a woman talking ex­ 
citedly in the alley to some one. She was 
in the house, but she heard the woman say 
that she met a couple of men in the alley, 
and told them there was a man there in 
distress, and they told her to go along and 
mind her business. She did not know who 
the woman was, as she did not see her. 
She heard the man in the alley, but sup­ 
posed it was some one who was drunk and 
snoring. She went out a9 far as the corner 
to see, but did not go near him, as she was 
timid. 
Mrs. Cooper’s story was told with appa­ 
rent frankness and without hesitation, but 
it did not agree with the man when found. 
There was not a sign about him that he 
had been drinking, and not the slightest 
trace of whisky on his breath. Captain 
Karcher next sent the officers out to 
bring in the young man Mrs. Cooper called 
Manuel. He was found at the Mobile, and 
was soon in the Chief sprivate office under­ 
going a rigid examination by the Captain. 
He proved to be A. Manuel Strauss, a 
young man who was the friend of Mollie 
Jones during her late stay at the City 
Prison, and who was arrested on Saturday 
last for disturbing the peace at the polls in 
the Fourth Ward, in company with Dick 
Reed and Jack Harris. His statements in 
regard to his whereabouts during the even­ 
ing were very unsatisfactory. He could 
not tell just where he had been at any par­ 
ticular time. He remembered being np 
at Seventh and I after dark, and seeing 
officer Ash there. That officer, who was 
present, said he had not been on I street, 
near Seventh, during the day or evening. 
Strauss said he had been at the Mobile 
during the evenine, but could not say just 
when. He did not see any man there, but 
he thought there was one there, as he 
heard someone talking in the parlor. 
He said he was a friend of Mollie 
Jones’ and was putting up for their 
board, while Mrs. Cooper took care of 
them and her own child. 
During his 
examination Strauss was impudent and 
maintained an air of bravado which did 
not strengthen his statement. 
Strauss and Mrs. Cooper were both locked 
up to await further inquiry into the case. 
The body of the strange man was taken 
in charge by the Coroner and conveyed to 
the morgue. 
There is certainly a mystery surrounding 
the man’s death, and a searching investiga­ 
tion will be made by the police. 
Clunie Opera House. 
The Conried Opera Company will present 
Johann Strauss’ latest and most brilliant 
success, “The Gypsy Baron,” at the Clunie 
Opera House this evening. The opera— 
which ran 150 nights in New York—is di­ 
vided into three acts—the gypsy encamp­ 
ment, a rained castle, and finally a scene 
in the outskirts of Vienna, where the Hun­ 
garian troops are seen returning in triumph 
from the war. Incidental to the last act, 
we are told, there is a grand march by forty 
shapely Amazonian Hussars, which rises 
quite to the rank of a military spectacle, 
and in drill commands the praise of guards­ 
men. The costumes, it is said, were made 
from original designs by Gaul, the histor­ 
ical painter of the Imperial Opera House 
in Vienna. Musically, “The Gypsy Baron” 
is credited as among the most beautiful 
of the works of the “Vienna Waltz King.”

He has recently sodded the 
ground near the building on the north and 
west, and is puttingl out a lot of camelias 
and other shrubs which require considera­ 
ble shade, and will make of that locality, 
which has heretofore been an eyesore, the 
most beautiful part of the grounds. Honey­ 
suckles, fr.cbsias and camellias will bloom 
underneath the window of the StoteTreasu- 
rer, as they will also under the winnows of 
the State Printer and Attorney-General.

“ First—Was William Bandeen, the de­ 
cedent, at the time he executed the will 
offered for probate, of competent mind to 
make a valid will ? 
“ To the above question, we, the jury, 
answer: No. 
“ Second—Was the decedent, William 
Bandeen, acting under undue influence at 
the time he executed the will offered lor 
probate ? 
“ To the above question, we, the jury, 
answer: Yes.” 
Shipped Him Hack. 
The Yolo Mail yesterday had the follow­ 
ing: The “chronic” or “hospital rat,” as the 
Hospital Physician termed the individual 
who was arrested and placed in the town 
jail Friday nieht and who affected to be 
seriously debilitated, was placed aboard the 
cars Snnday and sent to Sacramento where 
lie came from. The fellow objected very 
strenuously to going back to Sacramento as 
he said the hospital board was not as good 
over there as he thought it was here. Yolo 
county has no objection to Sacramento 
getting rid of her “chronics,” hut please, 
Mr. Sacramento, don’t send them over here 
to be cared for. as we have quite enough of 
our own to look after. The arms of our 
county infirmary are always extended to 
unfortunates who are jnstlv entitled to 
charitable treatment, but the institution 
has been imposed upon so much by “rats" 
being run in from other counties that the 
physician has determined to put a veto to 
such practices as far as he is able. 
Severe Scalp Wound. 
About noon yesterday a man named Geo. 
Myers fell down the stairway at the old 
lime house on I street, between Fifth and 
Sixth, and received a severe scalp wound, 
hut broke no bones. With the blood stream­ 
ing over his face, lie pieked himself up and 
was making for the China slough, when 
Deputy Constable Goods took charge of 
him and conveyed him in an express 
wagon to tbe station-hnnse. Here it was 
ascertained that he had received a cut on 
the top of the head, extending almost from 
one ear to the other. Dr. Parkinson, the 
City Physician, was immediately sum­ 
moned. and was compelled to take four­ 
teen stitehes to close the wonnd. Myers is 
addicted to the use of China gin, and was 
in a state of intoxication when the accident 
befell him. As he had no business in the 
building where he received his injuries, it 
is supposed that he climbed the stairs to 
find a place to sleep oil the effects of his 
dissipation. 
A New Trial Denied. 
The motion of counsel of J. C. Dough­ 
erty, who was adjudged guilty of an at­ 
tempt to commit murder, was before the 
Superior Court of Yolo county Monday. 
Judge Garoutte denied the motion and 
sentenced the defendant to pay a fine of 
$400, or serve a term of a corresponding 
number of days in the county jail. Th; 
defendant paid the fine and was released 
from custody. Dougherty is well known 
in this city, having been employed for a 
long time at the State House Hotel. For a 
year or so past he has been running a rum 
mill at Davisville. 
Question of Authority.

W ashington, M arch 6:h.—R andall has 
m et with an unexpected difficulty in the 
preparation of his tariif bill, and it m ay 
not he reported to the H ouse before T hurs­ 
day. 
H e has had trouble in the prepara­ 
tion of the woolen schedule. 
H e was pre­ 
pared to accept, as the basis of the rates of 
duties to be fixed upon wool, woolen goods, 
worsteds, etc., any rate of duties th at the 
representatives 
of 
wool-growers, 
wool 
m anufactures and wool dealers could reach. 
The wool m anufacturers asked for a rale of 
duty th at was im possible for M r. R andall 
to accept, because the result of it would 
have been to largely increase th e revenues 
front im portations of woolen goods. 
To-day a final conference of wool men 
was held at the Capitol, a n d a n agreem ent 
on this subject was reached. 
W hat the 
rates agreed upon are, R andall refused to 
say. 
T o-night the cotton m en are in confer­ 
ence w ith him , and it is expected that a 
settlem ent of the cotton schedule will be 
m ade. T he bill will go to the printer to­ 
m orrow, and will be introduced in the 
H ouse for reference to the W ays and Means 
Com m ittee not later th an Thursday. 


R E V E N U E 
R E D U C T IO N . 


T h e H o u se W ays an il M eans C o m m itte e ’s 
R e v en u e K ill. 
W ashington, M arch 6th.—A m ajority of 
the W ays and M eans C om m ittee has su b ­ 
m itted to the full com m ittee the internal 
revenue bill. 
Section 1 of the bill pro­ 
vides for the repeal of all taxes on m anu­ 
factured chew ing tobacco, sm oking tabacco 
and snuff, special taxes upon m anufactur­ 
ers of and dealers in leaf tobacco, to take 
effect Ju ly 1, 1888. 
A rebate for the fuli 
am ount of tax on unlabcled packages of 
sm oking and m anufactured tobacco and 
snuff held by m anufacturers and deale.s 
on Ju ly 1st, will be allowed, if th e claim is 
presented before Septem ber 1st. 
Section 2 provides th at the m anufactur­ 
ers of cigars shall each pay annually a 
special tax of $3 and dealers in tobacco $1. 
T he m anufacturers of cigars, cheroots or 
cigarettes will not be required to pay a 
special tax as th e dealer, w hen the products 
are sold at the place o f m anufacture. 
Section 3 provides an appropriation for 
expenses incidental in carrying th e above 
into effect. 
Section 4 repeals Section 3361 of the 
Revised Statutes, and all laws w hich im ­ 
pose restrictions upon th e sale of leaf to­ 
bacco. 
Sections 5 to 9, inclnsive, provide pen­ 
alties for violation of the internal revenue 
laws, appointm ents of Com missioners, etc. 
Section 10 am ends Section 3176 of the 
Revised Statutes, and provides penalties for 
concealing or 
falsely reporting taxable 
goods. 
Section 11 am ends Section 3255 of the 
Revised Statutes. 
By a party vote th e bill was added to 
the M ill’s tariff bill, m aking one bill of 
both.

CO N G RESSIO N A L P R O C E E D IN G S . 


T h e H o u se. 
W a shington, M arch 6th.—Thom as of 
Illinois introduced a bill prohibiting the 
use of likenesses, portraits or representa­ 
tions of ladies for advertising purposes w ith­ 
out th eir consent in w riting. 
Referred. 
T he H ouse then resum ed consideration 
of the A labam a contested election case— 
McDuffy against Davidson. 
O’Farrell of V irginia supported the m a­ 
jo rity report. 
H e ridiculed w hat he called 
the claim s of th e R epublican party; that 
th e negro vote o f the South was invariably 
cast for the nom inees of th at party. 
T hat 
had been true in years gone by, but was not 
now. 
T he negroes were now learning who 
th eir friends were. 
A m an of destiny, who 
had arisen in 1884, had taken into His biu 
national heart all sections and extended 
th e 
:rgis 
of 
his 
protection 
over 
the N orth and the South—over w hite and 
coiored—w ithout discrim ination. 
T he Re­ 
publican party of the South sought to hold 
the negroes through their churches and 
societies. 
T hrough a system of intim ida­ 
tion and bulldozing the colored m en of the 
South were as abject slaves to the preachers 
as they had been the day w hen Lincoln, 
w ith hesitating hand, signed the em ancipa­ 
tion proclam ation. 
It was tim e th at the 
D em ocratic party should take a stand and 
sustain and support the colored m en in 
th eir right to vote as they pleased. 
K err inquired 
w here 
the gentlem an 
learned th at Lincoln had signed the em an­ 
cipation proclam ation w ith a hesitating 
hand. 
O’F arrell, in reply, referred to the p aint­ 
ing of the signing of the proclam ation 
hanging on the walls of the Capitol. 
B outelle of M aine said the gentlem an 
from V irginia was unfortunately no t in a 
situation to know the history of his coun­ 
try at th at time. 
O’Farrell objected to such rem arks, as 
cowardly. 
H ouck of Tennessee said the gentlem an 
from V irginia had stated th at all the colored 
people w ho used to vote the Republican 
ticket now voted th e Dem ocratic ticket. 
W as th at the reason the D em ocratic m a­ 
jority in V irginia had fallen from 50,000 to 
nothing, and th at the Dem ocrats had only 
one or tw o m em bers in the H onse from 
V irginia, w hile the Republicans La 1 six or 
seven? 
If the Dem ocratic party had ever 
contributed anything to the em ancipation 
of the colored people, it was on the princi­ 
ple of a kicking gun killing things behind 
it, instead of w hat was shot at. 
B outellesaid the gentlem an from V irginia 
had gone out of th eeo u rseo f his rem arks in 
order to cast a reflection upon th e sincerity 
and earnestness of A braham Lincoln in 
the perform ance of the most im portant act 
of his life. 
W hen he (Boutelle) had sug­ 
gested th at the gentlem an was not situated 
so as to be well inform ed on th at point the 
gentlem an had become very m uch excited 
and talked about bravery and cowardice. 
It requires very peculiar kind of bravery in 
any m an to stand up before th e Am erican 
people and attem pt to pluck from the brow 
o f the m artvred Lincoln so m uch as one 
single w ithered laurel leaf placed there by 
the consent of the civilized world. 
After further debate of a political nature 
the m inority resolution, declaring McDuffie 
entitled to the seat, was rejected—yeas, 122; 
nays, 154, and th e m ajority report, declar­ 
ing the sitting m em ber entitled to bis seat, 
was adopted w ithout division. 
T he H ouse then adjourned.
